The Naturalization Fraud Trials 
Result in Suggestions for 
Legislation. 


A Bill Prepared on the Advice of 
Court and Juries. 


Some Reforms Judge Thayer Hopes to See 
Indorsed by Congress—The Methods of 
Changing an Alien Into a Citizen Radi- 
cally Improved—A Record That Will Be 
Worth Something in Proof of Fraud—A 
Reading Qualification Required of One 
Class of Applicants for Oitizenship—Fall 
Text of the Proposed Bill. 


RIOR to the general 
election ot November, 
1887—which resulted 
in the election of Ben- 
jamin Harrison to be 
President of these 
United States—there 
were over four thous- 
and aliens naturalized 
in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction andthe 
Criminal Court of St. 
Louis. Thousands of 
aliens who came to this country after they 
had arrived at middle age were naturalized 
under the provisions of the law which permits 
an allen who arrives in this country before his 
18th birthday to become a citizen after he has 
resided here for five years and after 
he is 21 years of age without 
the penalty of a declaration of inten- 
tion to becomea citizen. The Republican and 
Democratic City Committees had ward work- 
ers out drumming up unnaturalized residents, 
whom they took in drovesto the criminal 
courts. There Germans, Bohemians, Hun 
garians, Poles, Bavarians, Swiss and Swedes 
ignorant ofthe English language were made 
citizens at the rate of twenty an hour. Hardly 
one applicant in one hundred realized the im- 
port of the caths administered, or know what 
statements were made to the judges to secure 
the certificates. 

The fees of the court clerks were paid by 
the City Central Committees of both parties 
under contracts made before the ward work- 
ers began to rush in the applicants. 

THE POST-DISPATCH INVESTIGATION. 

Confident that there had been great frauds 
committed in these wholesale naturalizations, 
the PosT-DISPATCH made an Investigation, 


Ample assistance was secured and large sec- 
tions of the city were carefully canvassed. 
The result of this investigation was printed in 
the Post-DIsPpaTca of March 8, 1888. It ap- 
eared conclusively that there had been great 
rauds committed and that thousands of men 
had obtained certificates of naturaligation to 
which they were not entitled. 

This information furnished by the Post- 
DISPATCH showed the United States Grand- 
jury the way to punish the evil-doers, and 
numerous indictments were found against 
those who were responsible for the crimes. 
The applicants for naturalization being for the 
most part ignorant, and parties to the frauds 
only through their ignorance, the really 
culpable persons, their witnesses, were in- 
dicted. 

In the prosecutions under these indictments 
it was found impossible to legally prove the 
fraud. There was no record of false swearing 
on the partof the indicted witnesses, The 
applicants who had been naturalized never 
could remember what their witnesses swore 
toif indeed they were sworn at all. The 
clerks and judges of the courts 
in which which the applicants were 
naturalized could never remember individual 
cases. They could not remember that certain 
witnesses appeared for certain applicants, 
though they frequently remembered that wit- 
nesses had appeared in court and had testified 
as witnesses in naturalization cases. They 
testified that they had an invariable rule with 
regard to such cases, but the defendants 
showed there,too, too many exceptions to the 
rule. 

So, notwithstanding the great and known 
frauds they one and all falled. 

GEORGE F. DURANT 

was one ofthe juryvmenicalied inthe cases, 
He heard acase, and then satthree days in 
the courtlistening to other cases. He saw 
that there were serious defects in 
the law which allowed the escape of 
persons known to be guilty. The great 
difficulty as it appeared to him was in the 
record of naturalization. There was nothing 
on record to show that the applicantor his 
witness had made any statement whatever to 

rocure a certificate of naturalization. Mr. 

urant talked wtth other jurymen and to- 
gether they resolved to prepare 
a memorial to Congress requesting the 
amendment of the naturalization laws to 
secure a record that, would be evidence of 
weight and value in a prosecution of persons 
charged with procuring or aiding in the pro- 
curing fraudulently of certificates of natural- 
ization. 

JUDGE THAYER, 

before whom the cases were tried, also be- 
caine interested in the subject of the amend- 
ment ofthe laws. He saw the defects quite 
plainly, and also the necessity for proper re- 
vision. 

As a result of the self-sacrificing interest of 
Mr. Durant and Judge Thayer a bill is to be 
introduced in Congress having for its end and 
object the removal of the often- noticed de- 
fects from the naturalization law. District 
Attorney George D. Reynolds has pees 
with the advice and assistance of Judge 
Thayer a bill which he will take to Washington 
to-night, and whicb he hopes to see passed at 
an early day. The bill has been carefully pre- 
pared, with due consideration for the preju- 
dices of legislators on the subject of naturali- 
zation and the correction of the evils ob- 
served. It is, in Mr. Reynolds’ opinion, a 
practical bill. 

THE PRINCIPAL CHANGES 

in the present law that will follow the passage 
of this bill are as follows: An alien will have 
to reside three years in this country before 
declaring his intention to become a citizen. 
As it is now, be can declare his intention up- 
on his arrival and vote in Alabama, Arkansag, 
Florida, hansas, Louisiana, Minnesota, Lee 
and Wisconsin as soon as he has resided 
in either of those States the length of time re- 
uired to make an inbabitant of any other 
tate, who has removed into those States, an 
inhabitant or resident. Thatis, if he arrives 
in the country in Florida January 1. and on 
that day declares his intention, he will vote 
as soon asa native bora citizen of Georgia, 
who moved into Fiorida on the same day, 
The new law would put the alien under a dis- 
advantage of nearly three years as compared 
with the Georgian. 

The existing law does not positively require 
a witness to testify that the applicant is en- 
titled to naturalization. The new law will, 
and it also requires that the testimony of the 
witness and applicant must be reduced to the 
form of amdavits and entered of record. 

There ig no provision /n the present natural- 
ization lawastothe ability of applicants to 
speak English or to read or write. The new 
law will require of all persons naturalized un- 
der;,the provisions relating tolminors that they 
shall be able to read the English language. 

The present law allows an alien who has 
served inthe army and has been honorably 
discharged to be naturalized without first 
making a declaration of intention. This pro- 
vision was extended to seamen of the Mer- 
ohant Marine in 1870, and it is now proposed to 
extend it to aliens who have served in the 
navy -and have been honorably discharged. 


FINAL NATURALIZATION,

THE BILL. 
An actin relation to the naturalizatioa of 
6ns. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
los in Congress assembled: 

Sec. 1. To entitle an alien to be admitted 
to become a citizen of the United States who 
arrives in this country after attaining the age 
of 18 years, it shall be his duty, except as 
hereinafter provided, to establish the follow- 
ing facts to the satisfaction of a Circuit or 
District Court of the United States, or a Dis- 
trictor Supreme Court ofa Territory, ora 
court of record of any of the States, havin 
general common law jurisdiction and a sea 
and clerk: 

1. That he is over 21 years of age and 
has resided in the United States five years 
continuously next preceding the date of his 
application to be admitted to become a citi- 
zen and at least one year within the State or 
Territory where the court is held to which the 
application is addressed. 

2. That during said Lve years he has behaved 
asalaw-abiding citizen andaman of good 
moral character and is attached tothe princi- 
ples of the Constitution of the United States. 

8. That at least two years prior to the date 
of his application he deciared on oath before 
one of the courts aforesaid, or the clerk 
thereof at his office, that it was bona fide his 
intention to become a citizen of the United 
States and to renounce forever all allegiauce 
and fidelity to every foreign prince, poten- 
tate, State or sovereignty of which the alien 
wasat the time a citizen or subject. The 
proof of declaration of intention above re- 
quired shall be by the production of a duly 
certified copy thereof and: not otherwise, and 
the record and certificate of naturalization 
shall state the fact of ite production and the 
name of the court or officer and date and place 
of filing thereof. 

Sec. 2. Such alien shall establish the fact of 
his residence within the United States for the 
requisite period of five years, and within the 
State where the application is made for one 

year, a8 well as the fact that he ig a law-abid- 
ng citizen and a person of good moral char- 
acter and is attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, by the tes- 
timony ofone or more credible witnesses, 
citizens of the United States, anid satisfactory 
to the court, and the oath of the applicant 
himself shall not be received to establish 
either of said facts. The testimony of the 
witness shall be reduced to writing, signed by 
— witness and applicant and entered of reo- 
ord. 

Sec. 3. Any alien who came to the United 
States to reside before attaining the age of 18 
years may be admitted to become a citizen of 
the United States by making proof of the fol- 
lowing facta before any of the courts in the 
first section of this act specified: 

J. That he is over I years of age, and has 
resided in the United States continuously 
from tue time of his arrival in the United 
States, and including the years of his minori- 
ty has resided in the United States for the 
full term of five years next before his applica- 
tion to be admitted to become a citizen, and 
within the State or Territory in which the 
court is held to which his application is ad- 
dressed, for as much as one year next preced- 
ing his application. 

2. That during the five years of his residence 
within the United States he has behaved asa 
law-abiding citizen and a man of good moral 
character and is attached to the principles of 
the Constitution of the United States and is 
able to read the 11 language. 

Sec. 4. Proof of t facts im the last above 
section specified that the allen came to this 
country to reside when der the age of 18 
— and that be has res: n the United 

tates continuously for the period of five 
yoars, and that he isa law-abiding citizen, a 
man of goo’ moral character and is attached 
to the principles of the Constitution of the 
United States, shall be made by the testimony 
of one or more credible witnesses, citizens of 
the United States, and satisfactory to the 
court to which the application is addressed, 
but the testimony of the applicant himself 
shallin noinstance be allowed to establish 
either of said facts, and such testimony shall 
be redficed to writing, signed by the witness 
and applicant and entered of record. 

Sec. 6. No allen shall be permitted to make 
a declaration of his intention to become a oiti- 
zen of the United States uniess be has resided 
within the United States three years continu- 
ously next preceding the date of his making 
such declaration; and atthe date of making 
such declaration of bis intention to become a 
citizen of the United States, as in the first sec- 
tion of this act provided, it shall be the duty 
of such alien to establish to the satisfaction of 
the Court or Clerk before whom the declara- 
tion is made by the oath of one or more cred- 
itable witnesses, citizens of the United States, 
thut he has resided within the United States 
for the requisite period of three years; and it 
shall be the duty of the Uourt or Clerk, before 
whom such declarations of intention to 
become citizens of the United States are made 
by allens, to preserve a record of the deciara- 
tion in which the name of the witness, by 
whom proof of residence was made, shall be 
specified. 

Sec. 5. Any alien who has attained the age 
of 21 years and a who has enlisted or 
may hereafter enlist in the army or navy of 
the United States, either the regular or the 
volunteer forces, and has been or may here- 
after be honorably discharged therefrom 
after at least one year’s service, may be ad- 
mitted to become a citizen of the United 
States by ree of the facts in this section 
enumerated before any ofthe courts in the 
first section of this act specified. Proof ot the 
tact that such alien has been honorably dis- 
charged fromthe service of the United States 
shall be made by the production to the court 
of the certificate of discharge granted to such 
allen, or@y a duly certified copy thereof, and 
proof of the length of his service in the army 
or navy of the United States shall be made to 
the court by the testimony of one or more 
credible witnesses, satisfactory to said court, 
in the same manner, and thall be recorded as 
in sec. 4 of this act is required. 

Sec. 7. No certificate of naturalization shall 
be issued to any alien under either of the 
foregoing sections of this act until the alien in 
the presence of the Oourt, before whom the 
application is made, rénounces forever all 
allegiance and fidelity to any foreign Prince, 
potentate, State or sovereignty, and particu- 
larly to the Prince, potentate, State or sov- 
ereignty of which the alien may be at the 
timea citizen or subject; and whenever an 
alien, applying to be admitted a citizen of the 
United States, has borne any hereditary title 
or been of any of the orders of nobility in the 
Kingdom or State from which he came, he 
shall, in addition to the above renunciation of 
allegiance and fidelity also renounce his title 
or order of nobility in the presence of the 
Court to which his application is made. 

Sec. 8. In all citie® and towns in whicha 
District Court of the United States is held such 
court shall hereafter have jurisdition, to the 
exclusion of all ot courts, to grant final 
naturalization in such city or town, whether 

roceedings for nsturalisatlon are or have 
— commenced urder this or any other law. 

Sec. 9. The clerkeof all courts before whom 
naturalization proceedings take place should 
be allowed the following fees, and no more: 
For taking a decigration of Intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States and mak- 
ing a record thereof as in this act provided 
the sum of 50 cents; for mating outa certified 
copy of the declaration of intention to be ad- 
mitted to become citizens of the United 
States, the sum of | cents; for all services in 
connection with thé grant dt final papers in 
cases where a declaration of intention to bo- 
come a citizen is required, the sum of $1.50, 
and the sum of $1.5 hr all services 
in connection with the grint of naturaliza- 
tion papers in cases where do declaration of 
intention to become a citizen of the United 
States is required. shall be unlawful for 
the clerk of any court to @ntract with any 
person or committee or Oanization to pay 
the fees accruing to such Cbrk from the nat- 
uralization of aliens and mo clerk shall be 
authorized to accept fees for naturalization 
from any otber person thai the applicant in 

whose behalf the service wis rendered. Any 
clerk violating the og of this section 


shall be deem 
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of quo warranto in the name of the United 


tates against the party so claiming citizen- 
hip in the Digtrict Court of the United States 
u which said party resides or can be found, 
fo require him to show by what right and au- 
thority he claims to bea citizen of the United 
States and exercises the privileges and enjoys 
the immunities thereof. Upon such informa- 


tion being filed, the court shall proceed to 


inguire into the matter, first having caused 
the defendant to be served with a ruje to show 
cause why his certificate shall not be annulled, 
thirty days at least before the hearing, and on 
such proceeding the court sbal!l hear the 
case, and, if judgment be for the United 
States, enter up judgment canceling the grant 
of citizenship and restralulng the defendant 
from thereafter claiming any rights, privi- 
leges or immunities thereunder. In such pro- 
ceeding the burden of proof shall be upon the 
defendant to show by what right he claims to 
be a citizen of the United States, and to show 
that the certificate of citizenship, if any he 
produces, has been lawfully issued to him. 

Sec. II. Every person making a declaration 
of Intention to become a citizen, or applying 
to be admitted a citizen, or appearing as a 
witness forany such person, who personates 
any other person than himself, or who ap- 
pears in ihe name of a deceased person, or in 
an assumed or fictitious name, or any officer 
or peace who falsely makes, forges or coun- 
terfeits any oath, notice, affidavit, certificate, 
naturalization papers, order, record, signa- 
ture, seal or any instrument, paper or pro- 
ceeding required or authorized by any law 
relating to or providing for the naturalization 
of aliens, or any person or officer who accepts, 
issues, utters, selis, disposes of or uses as 
true or genuine any false, forged, ante- 
dated or counterfeit naturalization papers, 
certificate, affidavit, oath, notice, order, 
record, signature, seal, instrument, paper or 
proceeding above specified, or any certified 
copy thereof, or sells or disposes of to any 
person other than the person for whom it was 
originaliy issued, any certificate ot citizenship 
or naturalization paper, or certificate show- 
ing any person to be admitted a citizen, shall 
be punished by imprisonment at hard labor 
for not less than six months nor more than 
five years, or by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500, or by both fineand imprison- 
ment, 

Sec. 12. Every person who obtains or at- 
tempts to obtain naturalization unlawfully, 
or who uses or attempts to use or aids or 
assists or participates in the use or procuring 
of any certificate of citizenship or naturaliza- 
tion papers, knowing the same to be unlawful 
or to have been unlawfully made or obtained, 
or who without lawful excuse is possessed of 
any faise, forged, ante-dated or counterfeit 
certificate of citizenship or naturaliza- 
tion papers unlawfully issued purporting to 
have been issued under the provisions of any 
law of United States relating to natural- 
ization, Knowing such certificate to be unlaw- 
ful, with intent unlawfully to use the same, or 
who obtains, accepts or receives any certifi- 
cate of citizenship or naturalization papers 
known to such person to have been procurred 
unlawfully, or known to such person to be 
unlawful, altered or ante-dated; and every 
person who hasor may be admitted to bea 
citizen, who on oath or by affidavit knowingly 
devies that he has been so admitted with in- 
tent to evade any liability or 1. imposed by 
law shall be imprisoned at bard labor not less 
than one year nor more than five years, or be 
fined not less than $300 nor more than $1,000, 
or both such punishments may De imposed. 

Sec. 183. Every person who knowingly and 
intentionally aids or abets any other person 
in the commission of any crime denounced in 
secs. 5395 or 5426 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, or secs. 11 or 12 of this act, 
or who attempts to do any act therein made a 
crime, or counsels, advises or procures, or 
attempts to procure the commission thereof, 
and every person who aids or abets any other 
person in procuring naturalization or in ob- 
talning any naturalization papers or certifi- 
cate of citizenship to which he does not at the 
time personally know such other person is 
lawfully entitled, or who attempts to do, or 
who knowingly or intentionally aids and as- 
sists, abets, councils, advises or procures the 
naturaiization of orany certificate thereof to 
any person not at the time entitied thereto, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
8100 nor more than 61,000 and be imprisoned

Sec. 15. Secs. 2165, 2166, 2167, 5424, 5425 and 
5427 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States are hereby repealed, but nothing con- 
tained in this act shall in any manner impair 
orinvalidate any rights lawfully acQuired 
under any prior laws of the United States, in 
relation to the naturalization of aliens, but all 
naturalization proceedings heretofore begun 
shall be completed in accordance with this 
law, nor shall it affect any prosecutions here- 
tofore commenced or penalties beretofore 
incurred under any prior law.

Extradition Treaty. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Jan. 11.—A copy of the 
draft of an extradition treaty agreed upon by 
Lord Salisbury andthe American Minister in 
London for submission to the various legisia- 


tive bodies for sanction has been forwarded 
tothe Governor General from the Foreign 
Office and handed by him to Hon. Jos. Chap- 
leau, Secretary of State. The treaty has been 
confidentially communicated and its precise 
text can not therefore be made poe but it 
may suffice to gree a synopsis of its main pro- 
yAsions. It is drafted as an extension of the 
burton treaty of 1842. The portion of that 
1 “aty which deals with extraal- 
ds 18 comprised in... article 10. 
® crimes mentioned in that sec- 
tlen as extraditable are murder, assault 
with intent to commit murder, piracy, arson 
robbery, forgery and utterance o forged 
paper. The new treaty recites that ‘‘Whereas 
itis desired by her Britannic Majesty and the 
United States of America that the provisions 
of said artiele 10 should embrace certain other 
crimes not therein specified, therefore the 
high contracting parties, after conferences 
between Lord Salisbury and Minister Lincoin, 
had agreed that the following crimes, in ad- 
dition to those mentioned in article 10, should 
be henceforth extraditable, namely: Attempt 
or conspiracy to murder, manslaughter, 
counterfeiting or altering money and uttering 
counterfeit or altered money, burglary, em- 
bezzlement or ee of any sum or article 
of the value 0 $50 and upward, 
rape or indecent assault upon females, ma- 
licious injury to property whereby the life of 
any person is endangered; criminal scuttiing 
or destroying vesselson the bigh seas or on 
the great lakes of North America, or attempt- 
ing or conspiring to do 80; assault on board a 
vessel on the high seas or on the great lakes 
of America with intent to destroy life or to do 
grievious bodily harm. 

Any person who has been convicted of any 
of these crimes, but who bas not served his 
sentence, shall be extraditable. The treaty 
shallnot bave retrospective force, that is it 
will not apply tocrimes. committed before 
legislative sanction has been given to it, 
Crimes of a political character are not to be 
included in its provisions, and if they can 
show to the court that the real object of those 
making the requisition for his surrender Is to 
try him for a political offence he shall be set 
at liberty. A fugitive criminal, who has been 
acquitted ofthe charge for which extradi- 
tion was sought, shall not be tried for any 
other offence committed prior to the date of 
his extradition until be has first had an op- 
portunity of returning to the country from 
which he was extradited. 

The treaty may be terminated by notifica- 
tion from either of the contracting powers.

recovery. The state of the weather 
doctors claim, is 80 #£==unnatural that 
8 persons work themselves into 
the belief that thpy are sick on the theory 
that the system so used to experiencing cold 
at this season of the year revolts at the bumid- 
ity and becomes deranged. That the present 
temperature and atmospheric conditions in 
this city are not conducive to good health is ap- 
parent by the number of persons ‘‘under the 
weather.’’ For several days the temparature 
has been such that store doors are left open 
and the pedestrian on the sidewalk is greeted 
at every open doorway on passing witha 
heated gust of air rushing out from the stores, 
and in many cases laden with odors 
peculiar to each business. 80 defined 
were these odors this morning it was 
remarked that a person blindtolded 
could walk along Broadway and name the 
various kind of stores passed by the smell, 
such as shoe stores, barber-shops, cigar 
saloons, drug stores, and others.

New York Presents Her Claims. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 11. — The an-

sufficient to attract a crowd to the Capitol 
that speedily exhausted the accommodations 
of the Senate reception-room, where the hear- 
ing was held. There was such a pressure for 
admittance that the committee contemplated 
repairing to the Senate chamber, but found 
that a rule of the body forbade the use of the 
chamber for any other purpose than its own 
sessions, exoept by special action of the 
Senate.

Mr. Depew was the first speaker. He began 
to speak ina rey | tone of voice, but it soon 
cleared.

Fair in 1892.

A New Beneficial Society for Women in 
England. 


From the London Dally News. 

Mies Louisa Hubbard and other ladies have 
just formed a new Work and Leisure Court’’ 
of the ‘‘United Sisters’ Friendly Society,’’ of 
which Miss Morley acts as one of the trustees. 
This society is formed on the federative plan 
andits membership is confined solely to wo- 
men. It was founded four years ago by the 
Rev. J. Frome Wilkinson, rector of Kiiving- 


ton, Notts, and it now has branches in many 
parts of England. It occupies compara- 
tively new ground in being a benefit —— 
adapted to the needs of women. The ordi- 
nary benefit societies, which count their mem- 
bers by millions, do not admit women to 
1 et it is easy to see from the 
census tables that, both in numbers and in 
their pecullar liability to distress and want, 
women need some proyision of this kind even 
more than men. Friendly societies for women 
are not exactly a novelty, but their scope bas 
been largely extended by this latest organiza- 
tion. 

The Society of Shepherdesses was founded 
thirty years ago in the Midlands. The v 
ing Sisters of Glamorganshire has existed for 
fifty-one years. But these and a few others 
of the kind are mostly local in their applica- 
tion, while The United Sisters seems to be 
designed to meet a more general want. There 
are four tabies of contributions drawn up wd 
a competent actuary, an giving sic 
allowances varying from 88 per week 
to 20s. and death allowances rang- 
ing from 46 to 412 in return for sub- 
scriptions ranging respectively from is 1d to 
2s öd per month. This rate of subscription is 
for members aged from 16 to 20; for older per- 
sons, of course, the amounts have to be in- 
creased. Fora payment of 2s lid per lunar 
month, a person joining at 18 may become 
entitled to a sick allowance of 8s per week for 
six months and 4 after, to an annuity of 10s 
per.week for lite after the age of 65 and to £6 
at death.

HOW MUsiIo 186 PRINTED. 


It Is Slow and Particular Work—What a Re, 
porter Saw in a Boston Establishment, 


If the public will be as much surprised to 
learn how sheet music is printed as wag the 
writer this .article will be read with interest, 
says the Boston Globe. A walk through the 
printing-roome of the largest music publish- 
ing house in Boston, under the tutelage of its 


courteous foreman, is full of Interesting in 
struction. 

It was into one of the many lofts“ in which 
the establisiment abounds that the reporter 
was taken. One door was filled with veritable 
lace work of long polés, placed horizontally, 
which were loaded out of sight with sheet 
muslo bung upon them to dry. The whole 
place had the air of washing day at home, and 
the reporter involuntarily looked around if 
perchance he might get a glance of cold din- 
ner lying about, 

„As fast as the sheees are printed we hang 
them here over night,“ said the foreman, 
‘‘andthen placé them between pasteboards 
and press them flat, when they are ready for 
market. Come up into the press-rooms,’’ 

The press - room are very unlike their news- 
paper protocypes. Not a sound loud enough 
to interfere with conversation is heard in 
them, for sheet music is printed all of hana. 

Two kinds of presses are used, the old style 
‘*‘plank’’ press and the improved ‘‘D’’ press. 
The latter consists of a sliding table several 
feet square, on which are two raised blocks 
just the size of a sheet of music, on which are 
placed the plates from which the printing is 
done. 

The plates having been inked and the paper 
laid on them, the printer gives a turn to an 
immense wheel, 5% feet in diameter, the slid- 
ing table slides under a large roller cov- 
ered with a delt, and the 2 1 L 
forced against the plate, thus giving the 
impression, and another revolution of the 
wheel brings the apparatus back to its orig- 
inal position, The ‘‘plank’’ press is like the 
other, except that in using it the plates are 
inked on a bench and laid on the blocks every 
time an impression is taken, while with the 
„D' press the plates are not removed from 
the blocks untii the edition is run off. 

„Now, here is a man printing title pages, 
saidthe foreman. We print only one sheet 
atatime, andatmancan take from 1,500 to 
1.800 impressions a day. This plate, which 
looks like silver, is composed of zinc,lead and 
britannia, and ie made almost exclusively in 
New York. Every publishing: house manufact- 
ures its own ink. It can’t be bought. It is very 

articular stuff and must be made just so, and 
tis a very delicate matter to make and take 
care of it. This title page has been engraved 
by hand. The design is sunken, you see. 
When engraved thie plate is put on a hot block 
and beeswax is melted into the design. That, 
too, is a ticklish matter. If we wipe it off too 
soon we spoilit, and if we let it get too hard 
iterumbles and won't bold the ink. Once 
beeswaxed, a plate can be used for printing 
for years. 

‘‘Engraving the music plates is a different 
process, however, from that used in making 
the title page. The engraver has to have a 
separate tool for every kind of note—half, 
whole, quarter, rests, etc. His outfit costs 
$400. He does not carve the plate as wood 
engravers do, but stamps out each note et 
rately with a hammer. You can imagine what 
nice work it is to adjust the tools just right 
and how hard it is to engrave a sheet of 
music.’’ ' 

The reporter watched the process of print - 
ing, and saw something like this: After the 
plate had been fastened to its block on the 
press the printer inks it with a hood roller, 
just as other printers ink their type in taking 
proofs. Hethen wipes the plate carefully 
withacloth; the Ink stickstothe beeswax, 
which covers the design or the notes, and the 
rest of the plate is comparatively clean. A 
second wiping with another rag leaves all but 
the design itself shiningly clean, the paper is 
laid on and the great wheel revolving soon 
takes the impression and returns the printed 
pages to the printer’s hand. The plate is then 
wipea again, reinked, rewiped twice, and ,in 
fact, undergoes the same process between 
each impression. 

„It is a curious fact, continued the fore- 
man, ‘‘that although this work is all done by 
hand the printers never touch the paper. A 
piece of pastboard is folded double and used 
as a holder, and with that the printer handles 
all his sheets and never lets his inky hands 
come in contact with them. 

Isn't music printed from type sometimes?“ 
asked the reporter. 

„res. When we want to run off a large edl- 
tion of some cheap stuff, books or something 
of that sort, we set the muse up in type,stere- 
otype the page and print from it, just as you 
newspaper fellowsdo. But the work isn’t as 
handsome, and, besides, thére is some music 
written that can’t be set up with type.’’ 

All music plates after being used are stored 
in fireproof vaults and indexed for possible 
future use. The foreman states the curious 
fact that in the great collection of which he 
has charge there are more pleces of music 
whose names begin with Sthan of any other 
letter, while the Ms are a close second.

HE body of W. H. 
Lyons now occupies a 
s lab inte City 
Morgue. How it got 
there is easily ex- 
plained. How to get it 
out ig a more difficult 
Problem and one 
which is worrying a 
number of the city 
officials in and about 
the Four Courts. Not 
only the heads, but a 
number of the at- 
taches of the offices of 
the Coroner, Morgue Keeper, Chief of Police, 
City Undertaker and the Third District Police 
Station are mixed up in the muddle. . 
Yesterday morning Lyon, who was an old 
gray-baired fellow, friendiesé and unfor tu- 
nate, died in his little attic room over the 
stables of D. H. Hall & Co., proprietors 
of the livery stable and undertaking 
rooms at 1306 Washington avenue. He 
d for some years been employed 
al the establishment as a horse-clipper and 
all-around stable man, and earned just enough 
to keep body and soul together. When he 
was taken sick with epilepsy a few days ago a 
physician attended him. Yesterday morning, 
while in one of these convulsions, he died. 
Dr. Miller issued death certificates for epi- 
lepsy and turned them over to one of the mén 
in the stable office. He had Lyon’s body 
taken from the little room to the undertaking 
parlor beneath and, being informed that

MISSED HIS MARK. 


Pistol Practice by a Member of the New 
York Southern Club. 


By Telerrarh to the POST-DIsPaTon. 

NEW YORE, Jan. 11.—The members of the 
Southern Society, that aristocratic organiza- 
tion, composed entirely of menof Southern 
birth, were in a fever heat of excitement last 
night over the attempt of one member to kill 
another. Shortly after 60’clock last evening 
passers by in West Twenty-fifth street, be- 
tween Broadway and Sixth avenue, noticed 


two gentlemen standing on the stoop of the 
Southern Soclety’s Club-house, No. 18. They 
gesticulated wildiy and talked in angry tones. 
The curious ones who stopped soon witnessed 
a scene which was not only extremely excit- 
ing, but which scared some of them badly. 
One ofthe men wes finally heard to say ina 
louder voice than before and in a threatening 
manner: Will you take that back, sir?’’ The 
other promptly replied in an equally loud 
tone! No, sir, I will not.“ The words had 
hardly escaped from his lips when the first 
speaker raised his arm and struck the otber a 
stinging blow square in the face which almost 
sent him rolling down the stone steps to the 
sidewalk. As he staggered backward he 
grasped the stoop rail, which saved him from 
falling. The other as soon as he struck the 
biow stepped quickly by the other to the edge 
of the stoop and began to descend the steps 
tothe street. As soon as the man who nad 
been struck recoved his balance he uttered an 
oath and reached back to his hip pocket. 
When he withdrew his hand it held a revolver. 

At sight of the pistol! the small crowd which 
had gathered near the stoop in front of the 
club-house scattered and the man who had 
struck the blow, and who was on the bottom 
step, turned and looked back at the man he 
had assaulted as if to learn the cause of the 
commotion. ( 
levelled his revolver and flied point blank at 
him. The man on thesidevalk uttered a cry 
and started off ata double quick pace In the 
direction of Broadway. The man with the 
revolver ran half way dowu the stoop, again 
levelled his pistol and fired another shot at 
the ee figure of his foe. This seemed 
to put a new life into the fugitive, who broke 
into a trot, with the evident inten- 
tion of getting out of range of the 
other’s revolver as julckiy as possi- 
ble. The man with the pistol was 
determined notto let him escape if he could 
help it and it was only on account of his bad 
marksmanship that the ctber was fortenate 
enough to make bis escape. After stepping 
upon the sidewalk and firing one more shot 
at his foe, who was then seventy-five feet 
away and rapidly iacreasing the distance, the 
would-be murderer turned about and dashed 
up the stoop into the club house, holding his 
smoking revolver in his hand, Allthis took

Only a few subscriptions, 
of preposterous amounts, were omitted, while 
hundreds of thousands were put down which 
the parties in charge knew well could never 
be colleeted. In spite of this, St. 
Louis lu total umount is far 
ahead of Chicago. There is said to 
be quite a general misapprehension in regard 
totne guarantee fund among the business 
men of St. Louis, at least the reports received 
from the different collectors sent out would 
lead to this belief. It is very often regarded 
as a donatlou, not only with no chance of 
profit but with little probability of 
obtaining any part of the principal in- 
vested. Such is by no means the case. The 
guarantee fund is exactly what ite name im- 
plies, a guarantee that sufficient funds to put 
the exposition on a proper footing will be 
forthcoming, and that the Governmeat will 
be insured against loss in any loan that it mav 
make. It ie readily to be under- 
stood that before the exposition opens there 
will be a very large amount of money paid 
out and none received, and consequently 
there must be a large amount of money in the 
treasury, as current expenses have to be paid 
asthey occur, and itis deemed desirable to 
incur no considerable indebtedness. 

. WHEN THE FAIR OPENS 
the receipts will be very largely in excess 
of the expenditures, anda great proportion, 
if not the whole of the amount expended will 
be returned. Onasingle day in Philadelphia 
over $100,000 was taken in atthe gates, and in 
spite of bad management, incident to in- 
experience, the loss on the whole invest~ 
ment, exceeding $10,000,000, was less than 
$1,500,000, and a great number of valuable 
buildings were left in the park asa return, 
Then the attendance at the Columbus quadri- 
centennial will be greater than that at Phila- 
deiphia, and it is a well-recognized fact that 
it costs little more to receive 100,000 people a 
day than 10,000. The different States will 
make far larger appropriations for their ex- 
hibits than they did before, and this will re- 
move a heavy burden from the sboulders 
ofthe Finance Committee. At Philadelphia 
the privileges were sold for a trifle, and a 
number of large fortunes made from them. 
At the coming exposition, wherever it is held, 
competition will be so keen thatat least $2,- 
000,000 will probably be obtained from this 
source. It is believed by those who estimate 
the expenses highest and the receipts lowest 
that 75 per cont of the subscriptions will be 
returned, while others are of the opinion that 
Worla’s Fair stock will yield a handsome re- 
turn.

THE ONLY REIT DT. 

We regret to find on the part of some 
Democratic journals in the State a dis- 
position to resent and belittle the expos- 
ure by the Post-DisPpaTcHu of the weak 
spots of Missouri Democracy. 

This disposition of the party organs is 
almost as unfortunate as the debilitated 
condition of the party. It is false friend- 
ship to refuse to warn a friend of danger. 
That devotion to a party which declines 
to correct its errors and neglects its weak- 
ness is destructive.

Her imports in those’ eleven months 
amounted to $1,894,265,152 and her exports 
to $1, 393,378,844.

ADJUTANT -GENERAL KELTON’S report 
shows that from July 1, 1879, to July 1, 
1889, the average strength of our army 
was 20,145 enlisted men; the loss by de- 
sertion, 22,414; by discharges for disability, 
7,269, and by death, 1,765. These losses, 
with those caused by expiration of the 
term of enlistment, keep the recruiting 
stations busy. The average aggregate of 
desertions from the eight white regiments 
of cavalry during these ten years was 883 
each, while the average of the two 
colored regiments was only 287 each. The 
service seems far more agreeable to the 
negro than to the white man, and the 
time may come when our regular army 
will be composed mainly of Indians and 
negroes. , 
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THE Count Db'Eu and the Duke of Saxe, 
both of whom married daughters of 
Dou PEDRO, are fighting over the succes- 
sion to the throne of Brazil in behalf of 
their sons.

The Thomson-Houston Not to Biame. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Your tssue of January 7 contains an article 
describing the accident to the car horses at the 
corner of Fourth and Chestnut streets in 
which the following language is used: 

The wire which did the work belongs to 
the Thomson-Houston plant on Vine street. 
It is a thirty arc light circuit, and carries not 
less than 2,000 volts, or four times the tension 


which Thomas Edison says will destroy human 
life. Two hundred volts are enough to killa 
horse, and the thoroughness and dispatch 
with which 2,000 volts, or ten times as much, 
killed these two horses can be imagined.’’ 

Immediately after the accident we inveati- 

ated and found that although one of our 
ocal companies owned the wire which did the 
damage, it was through no fault of theirs, for 
the reason that the dynamo which operated 
this circuit was not running at the time, but 
the wire had been crossed with one Delonging 
to another company, which was charged then. 

We thought best not to attempt to refute the 
statement, thinking that the public would 
consider us biased in our own behaif, but in 
this morning’s Republic oceurs the following 
language from the City Supervisor of Electric 
Lighting, which exonerates us: 

Ane aceident on Fourth street to the street 
car horses was caused by one of these tramp 
wires, as is shown by the fact that the dynamo 
that supplied the wire ceased running three- 
quarters of an hour before the accident hap- 
pened.’’ 

There is no dynamo in the city of our manu- 
facture carrying 2,000 volts, consequently we 
are not as black as painted, and although we 
are pot infallible we prefer that the papers 
would be more careful in ascertaining the 
cause of accidents before rushing into print 
with language which cannot fail to injure our 
business.

THE PROSPECTS OF PROSECUTIONS UNDER 
THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


The Corporations’ Counsel Have a Pian by 
Which They Hope to Give the Law a 
Black Eye Before the Circuit Attorney 
and Attorney-General Get Started—Does 
the Court Have te Revoke the Charter of 
a Company Before Prosecution Can Be 


HE St. Louis corpora- 

tions which belong to 

trusts and failed to 

comply with the State 

law requiring them to 

file notice with the 

Secretary of State that 

they were not engaged 

m any pool are begin- 

ning to fear that the 

anti-trust law, under 

which such requirements were made, will 
amount to much more than they thought it 
would. The announcement mage in the PosT- 
DISPATCH yesterday that Oirouit Attorney 
Clover and Attorney-General John M. Wood 
proposed to fully test the law, which offers 
them big inducements for successful pros- 
ecutions, has caused a genera) alarm 
among the firms which ignored the 
statutory reguirements. According to 
the provisions of the act the fine 
for an offense against the law can be made as 
high as 20 per cent of the capital stock and of 
this amount the prosecutors are entitled to 
one:ffth. The St. Louis corporations which 
camé under its provisions but entirely disre- 
garded them under the belief that the law 
could never be enforced, are now awakening 
to a realization of the fact that there is a pos 
sibility of them eaving been mistaken in their 
hasty conclusions and of having to pay the 
penalty of their error. They have been con- 
sulting thelr attorneys about the matter and 
the result is that the corporations’ counsel 


have 
RESOLVED UPON A PLAN 


they hope to give the law 
A black eye. Their plan is said 
to de this: Some corporation which has 
put itself in a position to suffer in case the law 
is made effective will hold a meeting at 
which it will be resolved to increase the cap- 
ital stock foranominal amount. Notice of 
the increase will then be sent to the Secretary 
of State. Secretary Leseur, having declared 
the charter of the corporation revoked, will 
of course refuse to recognize the increase of 
the capital stock. The corporation through 
its attorneys will then begin mandamus pro- 
ceedings in court to compel the Seoretary of 
State to file notice of the increase. The See- 
retary of State, through his attorney, will be 
compelled to make answer, and the 
reason which he will assign for his 


refusal to officially acknowledge the 
increase of the company’s stock 
will be that he had revoked the company 4 
charter. The attorneys for the plaintiff will 
then file a demurrer the nature of which will 
be that the Seoretary of State has no power 
to revoke a company’s charter, that such 
power reste with the court alone. 

The lawyers say that there will be no dif- 
culty about establishing this last point and 
that, consequently, the court in the absence 
of a judicial revocation of the company’s 
charter will compel the Secretary to file the 
notice of the increase in stock. Such a decision 
would be looked on as a black eye for the 
law, thougn really not affecting its principle. 
The decision would simply prove that the 
charters of the companies would have to be 
revoked by the courts before prosecutions 
could be inaugurated. Several attorneys 
who are weil up in trust law assert that this is 
really the case. 

An attorney who is acknowledged to be very 
well informed on this line of the law, and who 
nolds the opinion that the charters of compa- 
nies must be revoked by the courts, was seen 
to-day by a PoOSsT-DISPATCH reporter and 
speaking upon this bran of the 
subject said: ‘‘It is true that the 
law says that the Secretary of State shall 
‘revoke’ the charters ofcompanies or cor- 
porations which refuse to ant os with its 
provisions, and by some thie might be under- 
stood as vesting the power in this officer to 
declare charters null and void. No court, I 
am convinced, however, willever hold auch 
a view ofthecase. The duties of the Secre- 
tary of State in such matters are, you might 
say, purely clerical. He is merely the officer 
to make a declaration of the revocation. The 
revocation, however, must have been au- 
thorized by the courts in order that the com- 
pany’s charter shail be actually forfeited.’’ 

Would a decision in favor of a corpora- 
tion, in a mandamus proceeding compelling 
the Secretary of State to file notice of the 
increase in capital stock of a company the 
charter of which he has declared revoked, 
affect the enforcement of the law?’’ 

Not at all. It would simply show in what 
manner prosecutions must be begun. The 
corporations which have ignored the anti- 
trust law have made 

A BIG MISTAKE, 

as I think they will find out to their sorrow. 
Such a law is perfectly constitutional and can 
be enforced. Whenany three or more per- 
sons want to obtain articles of corporation 
what do they do? They go up to Jefferson 
City and they make certain pledges to the 
State in order to obtain their franchise. They 
agree to operate in obedience to ali laws of 
the State not only then in foree but which 
may be — 1 2 enacted. That is a most 
fair agreement, for at any time that a law may 
be passed under which they do not féel that 
they can operate, they can give up their 
eharter. Having received their charter under 
such eonditions it ought to appear perfectly 
plain that when they attempt to continue 
operations under their charter, but in disre- 
gard of the conditions which it imposes, that 
the State can compel them to make a forfeit- 
ure and — them as well for their viola- 
tion of that law asforany otheron the sta- 
tute books. 

Circuit Attorney Clover and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wood are preparing for a big flaht to up- 
hold the law, and it may be that they will have 
other attorneys interested with them in the 
prosecutions. Some very interesting and 
lively litigation may be expected within a 
few weeks.

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Plan to Construct a Competing Pipe Line by 
a New on Company. 


New Tonk, Jan. 11.—The Sun says: A com- 


bination is being made between some of the 


principal oll producers of Pennsylvania and 
the owners of foreign capital for the purpose 
of constructing a pipe line between the oil 
fields and the coast. The movement is the 
most important in the oil industry which has 
been attempted since the Standard Oil Co. 


secured its monopoly of line transportation. 
It contemplates the purchase outright of 
wells valued at $1,000,000, the construction of 
competing pipe lines and a combination of 
many of the 1 producers who do not 

their wells. The Standard Oil Co. does not 
own the wells which supply it with oll. It 
acts nominally only as a transportation agent. 
It delivers to the well owners warehouse re- 
ceipts for the oil delivered to it, and these 
receipts are negotiable. But as a matter of 
fact the Standard Oil Co., as everybody 
—1 Practically controls the price of oil 
and it is all-powerful in the trade. The Amer- 
loan representative of the foreign capitalists 
who are interested in the scheme Is a gentle- 
man who has placed many millions of foreign 
capital inthis country. He said when asked 
about the matter yesterday: 

Yes, negotiations have been for some time 
in progress and are now well advanced for the 
perchase of Pennsylvania oll wells and the 

ullding of new pipe lines. It is intended 
to do the same business as the 
Standard Oil Co., but in combination with the 
production of oil. In the present situation 
about all the profit goes not to the producers, 
but to the transporting agent, which nomi- 
ally is all the Standard Ot) Co. claims to be. 
That company is obliged under its charter to 
r ali the oil offered it, but by a twist - 
ing of its privileges it completely controls the 
oll market, and the actual producers of oil are 
at its mercy. The combination which is now 
under way is simply to enable producers in 
the oil region to market their product without 
any manipulation of prices and squeezing the 
big profits by monopolizing middle men. All 
the wells included in the enterprise are in 
Pennsylvania.’’ 

Do you propose entering into active com- 
petition with the Standard Oil Co.’’ 

Not unless it is necessary. We are not 
going into the enterprise to make war. We 
propose simply to bring the product of certain 
wells to the seaport market. If the Standard 
Oil people start a war of rates we naturally 
would try to keep our end up and protect our 
interests. 

Mr. J. D. Rockefeller, President of the 
Standard Oil Trust, said yesterday that he 
knew nothing about any combination between 
oil producers and foreign capitalists for the 
construction of new pipe lines. 


GEORGE O’HARA’S AWAKENING. 


Be Went to Sleep in a Tenement Cellar and 
Awoke in Flames. 


George O’Hara, 17 years old, is now locked 
up at tbe Third District Police Station. Mon- 
day morning he will be sent into the Second 
District Police Court, charged with vagrancy 
and trespass on private premises.

At 11:30 o’ clock last night a blaze was dis-

AN EXPLODING BOILER WRECKS A FIVE 
STORY BUILDING. . 


Two Hundred People at Work in the Estab- 


lishmeat When the Accident Ocourred— 
three or Four of Them Fatally Ivjured— 
Panic Among the Employes—Cause of 
the Explosion—The Engineer’s State- 
ment.

HICAGO, Jan. U 
—The five~- story 
building occupied 
by the stationery 
establishment of 
Robert Morris, Nos. 
118 and 120 Monroe 
street, was wrecked 
by the explosion of 
a steel boiler in the 
basement.The mis- 
hap occurred about 
4 o’clock in the 
afternoon when 

a Af. there were about 
. 200 people at work 


_{n the building. When the explosion came 


the first and second floors were ripped up and 
books, papers, machinery and furniture were 
thrown together in one confused heap. Across 
the street and on eitherside of the building 
windows were shattered and much damage 
done. 

The-elevator was near the top of the bulld - 
ing at the time, and in an instant the rope 
snapped and the car went crashing down- 
ward, ripping out thirty feet of flooring 
on the first floor and then dropping into the 
basement. Through jthe hole torn by the 
elevator car the steam rushed in 
blinding clouds and cleared the 
counting- room of all its occupants 
in avery few seconds. It was thought at 
first that the steam was smoke from a nre, and 
many of the clerks in their haste to escape 
the terrors of a conflagration, scrambled 
through the broken windows, cutting them- 
selves badly on the splinters of shattered 
giass. 

PANIC AMONG EMPLOYES. 

On the upper floorsthe situation fora few 
moments was terrible, asa large number of 
girls were employed at the various occupa- 
tions of binding and other stationery work, 
and when the crash came it started 
a panic. No one of the terrorized girls 


knew what was the matter and for an instant 
or two they were paralyzed with fear. A mo- 
ment later they screamed as only frightened 
girls can. Then about thirty of them 
fainted deserted by the 
rest, who made a rush for the 
stairs and fought thelr way down with the 
men and boys lu other departments who were 
trying to get out at the same time. The giris 
were many ofthem badly injured - the boys 
and men who lost al idea 
of decency in their mad rush 
for safety and the result was that the weaker 
women were pushed, battered and even 
trampled upon. 

When the mass of fleeing humanity reached 
the street door it was locked and for a few 
moments things looked very serious, but the 
lock was finally forced and all got out. A few 
minutes later three or four cool- headed press- 
men went up-stairs and carried out the giris 
who had fainted and in five minutes they had 
the building cleared of all except those who 
were buried under the broken timbers and 
debris. 

No one was killed outright, but many ugly 
Injuries which will prove fatal were received, 
and some unfortunates will be maimed for 


life.

VERDICT FOR THE RAILROAD. 


A Special Jury That Defined the Law of 
Negligence—Sons Against Mother. 


Another special jury rendered a verdict 
yesterday which was quite a surprise and is 
another illustration of how vaiuable a jury 
summoned from a certain class of citizens can 
be when deciding a damage suit against a 
corporation. Peter Fisher, a baby boy, 2 


years of age, was run over by a St. Louis Rail- 
way Co. car on Broadway, between Geyer and 
Lafayette avenues, “tog 19, last. Thechild’s 
right leg was so badly mangled it had to be 
amputated. Suit was entered for $20,000 dam- 
ages, and the chlid was produced in court. 
He was a bright boy with big — eyes, 
very talkative, and did not seem to feel the 
loss of hia little leg. 

It wag thought the sight of the child in this 
condit®n and the thought that he would go 
through life handicapped in this way would 
influence the jury into granting a verdict 
agalnst the street railroad company. In the 
evidence it was shown that the mother al- 
lowed the child to run about at will, and when 
she heard the screams after the accident, 
paid no attention to them, thinking as she 
said it was some one else's child. When the 
case was given to the jury it was expected the 
child would get at least $5,000 after a very 
short deliberation. Thejury was out three 
hours. They retired with sympathies for the 
child, and with the determination, one of 
them afterwards said, of doing something for 
the child. The evidence was carefuliy 
weighed and ; instructions of the 
court were o „ Though every man on 
the jury expressed a desire to graut the child 
at least a small amount of damages they were 
compelled to umite in rendering a verdict for 
the defendant and throw their sympathies 
overboard, 80 seé6ldom is a case ofthis kind 
so caretully weighed by a jury the verdict was 
unexpected. 

CORRECTED THB ERROR. 

Judge Klein, in the only written opinion de- 
livered this morning, corrects the mistake of 
arecent jury by granting a new trialin the 
case of Elizabeth C. Casey against Thomas J. 
Burridge. Mrs. Casey was housekeeper for 
Mr. Burridge from 1881 to January, 1889, and 
when he died sued for $1,740 for services. The 
administrator tried to provethat Mr. Burridge 
and Mra. Casey had entered into a contract 
whereby Mrs. Casey was to work, wash, iron 
and sew for her keeping, but was to receive 
no salary. Mrs. 1 Casey on the stand claimed 
to be more than a housekeeper for Mr. Bur- 
ridge, and the jury contrary to the explicit 
instructions of the court, granted Mra. Casey 
a verdict for the fullamount of herclaim. It 
was for this that the new trial was granted. 


Testified Against Their Mother. 


The contested divorce case of Michael 
O’Connell against Johanna O’Connell, which 
Was partly heard by Judge Klein last week, 
was begun again this morning. Judge John 


A. Tolty represented Mr. O’Connell, and 
Judge M. R. Cullen defended Mrs. O’Connell. 

Two sons, one 15 and the other B, were put 
on the stand, and gave testimony against 
their mother, stating they had seen * drunk 
many times for years past, and had seen her 
strike their father. it was the most revolting 
case heard in the court - room in many months. 
The mother, a respectable appearing 
and intelligent woman, sat beside 
her lawyer unmoved, but several 
witnesses, old ladies, who were present, made 
use of their handkerehlete on more than one 
occasion. Mr. and Ars. O'Connell were mar- 
ried February 25, 186], and lived together until 
May 17, 1889. They had three children. The 
household was broken up, it is said, by the 
mother, and Mr. O’Connellsuea for divorce 
charging his wife with ali kinds of indignities 
and habitual drunkenness.

Chestnut Street to the Front Again With 
Another Big Transaction — A $35,000 
Cash Purchase at Olive Street and Comp. 
ton Avenue—A $12,000 Fourteenth Street 
Sale—Oiher Realty Items and Building 
Association News. 


GREE prominent cor- 
ners at Chestnut and 
Tenth streets have 
changed ownership 
within the past twelve 
months, and these with 
the other corner are 
now out of the market. 
The most recent pur- 
chase is that of the 
+ southeast corner, which 
** has deen acquired by 
„eur. Bernard Kernan of 
3 ithe frm of Kernan & 
poss Faris for $51,000. Mr. M. 
A Raub owned the prop- 
erty, and the sale of it to Mr. Kernan was con- 
summated by the firm of 8. J. Fisher & Co. 
Tne premises are fully occupied by a lot of old 
buildings which never fail torent well on ac- 
count of their central locality, but they are 
illy adapted to the requirements of the neigh- 
borhood, which 1s fast becoming a prominent 
business center. For that reason the alleged 
improvements do not figure much in the value 
of the property, for which the consideration is 
$600 a foot forthe Chestnut street frontage‘ 
of 85 feet, the depth on Tenth being 113 feet. 
In the early part of November last the north- 
east corner, 60x109 feet, was purchased at 8884 
a foot by Messrs. Thomas S. Noonan and W. 
P. Hill. On this corner there are no improve- 
ments, the site being merely Occupied as a 
storage place for old building material. 

There is a reason, too, given for the activity 
at the corners of Tenth, and that 
is the splendid improvement which the 
Bell Telephone Co. is now érecting at the 
southeast corner of Olive, only two biocks 
north, and the recent valuation, $3,000 a foot, 
which has been placed upon property at that 
point. Another consideration which enters 
into the present valuation of realty at Chest- 
nut and Tenth is the assurance that both the 


northwest and the northeast corners are to be 
handsomely improved. Plaus for a new build- 
ing to be erected upon the northwest corner 
are now prepared, andthe work of wrecking 
the old houses isto be commenced shortiy.

He 
bought it to keep, and intends erecting a fine 
building upon the corner where be will have a 
paying and permanent investment.

Mr. Peter Moran has purchased from the 
Harney heirs, through the agency of John 
Byrne, Jr., & Co., the two-story nine-room 
brick dwelling, with a 2Ux80-foot lot, at the 
northeast corner of Eleventh and Monroe 
streete for $2,411.

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BUILDING ASSOCIATION®. . 

The Irish-American held its thirty-fourth 
meeting last Weduesday, but made no loan, 
as its anticipated funds were loaned ahead.

TO HOLD AN ELECTION IN ST. LOUIS UNDER 
THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM. 


Some Very Interesting Facts and Figures— 
The Council and House of Delegates to 
Seek Information on the Subject —A 
$20,000 Estimate — Several Perplexing 
Questions. 


R. BOGARD of the 

House of Delegates last 

night introduced a reso- 

lution providing for a 

committee of three 

members from the 

House and two from the 

„ Council whose duty it 

shall be to look into 

matters concerning the 

establishment of elec- 

tions in St. Louls under 

the Australian ballot 

system, and making a division of precincts, if 

such a division be deemed necessary. This is 

a move in the right direction, and will proba- 

bly result in a definite understanding of the 
workings of the whole system. : 

Under any circumstances voting by the 
Australian system will be more expensive 
than the present mode and itis somewhat 
difficult at present to figure out the exact 
cost. 

From all statistics of elections heid under 
the Australian system in othercities it is 
found that each voter requires about three 
minutes to vote. That mukes twenty votes 
an hour to go on, if the voting was steady and 
unipterrupted. Caleulating that the 

POLLING PLACES 

are kept oven twelve hours 240 men can vote 
at one polling place if there is only one booth 
or compartment for them to go into to prepare 
their ballots. These little rooms can be in- 
creased to half afdozen or a dozen as the 
necessities of the case may demand, as the 
law in the case provides all officers upon 
whom is imposed by law the duty of designat- 
ing polling places shall provide in each place 
designated by them a sufficient number of 
laces, booths or compartments, which shall 
furnisired with such-sppp!lesend s : 
lences as shallenabie the voter conveniently 
to prepare his ballot for voting. * * * The 
number of places or compartments shall not 
be less than one for every hundred electors 

who voted at the last general election.’’ 

Under the law itis not necessary, therefore, 
to reduce the number of voters in each pre- 
cinct by increasing the number of precincts, 
but the law can be obeyed by the Inorease in 
the number of booths orcompartments at 
each polling piace. Here ip St. Louis the 
number would run from two or three to a 
dozen, as at the last general election there 
were over 

TWELVE HUNDRED VOTERS 
in Precinct 152 of the Twenty-eighth Ward. 
As to the cost of such an election there have 
been a great many estimates made, some of 
the politicians, who do not look upon the 
system with favor, putting the cost ofa gen- 
eral election in this city at $150,000. 

A more conservative estimate, 
figures in the office of Recorder of Voters, 
as follows: 

Six 1 and two clerks at $ per day each 
for 152 voting precincts, $6,080. 

Rental of polling places at $5 per day for 
each place, estimating that one day will be 
necessary for preparation and one day for 
voting, or atotal of $10 for each of the 152 
polling places, $1,520. 

Ward registration at a low estimate, $840. 

Printing and advertising for ward registra- 
tion, $:50. 

Revision of poll books, $1,008

As to the possibility 
of handling the voters in one day with the 
large W in each voting 
precinet t is estimated that on 
a steady run twenty men an hour can vote. 
This will allow of the voting of 240 men in ten 
hours, but the law provides for one booth to 
each 100 voters so that the rate of 
voting could be greatly reduced and the 
number of booths inereased. n has

FORTY-SIX YEARS AGO, 


How Commencements Were Conducted at 
Harvard in Early Days. 


By Telerravh to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

Boston, Mass., van. 11.—The regular 
monthly meeting of the Massachusettes His- 
torical Society yesterday was of more than 
ordinary interest from the fact that the Treas- 
urer, Mr. Chas. Smith, communicated from 
the manuscript journal of the Rev. Dr. Johu 
Pierce, some notes on the commencements at 
Harvard for forty-six years, beginning with 


1803. These notes comprise many curiou sand 
interesting details, suggestive of the chances 
In college life and customs since the opening 
ofthe century. The commencement of 1808 
took place afew days after the death of Mr. 
Hollis, Professor of Divinity, and the exer- 
cises began by singing Watts’ hymn, ‘‘Why 
Do Ye Mourn?’’ A few years later Dr. 
Pierce records that the theatrical music 
with which the exercises were interspersed 
was highly disgusting to the more solid 
part of the audience. Afterwa?d he was 
greatly scandalized that wine should be drunk 
at the commencement dinnerand that there 
should be smoking after dinner. He sete 
down the last time when a full bottom wig 
Was seen at commencement and first time 
when the graduates carried their commence- 
ment parts in a roll in the left hand. He re- 
members that when he first set the tone for 
the 78th psalm the psaim was set off line by 
line. It was not until 1803 that it was printed 
onaslip and given to the alumni. He kept 
an exact account of the number of minutes 
occupied by the opening and closing prayers, 
and in many instances he records the length 
of time which the graduates required for the 
delivery of their parts and how they acquitted 
themselves. In 1807 one of the commencement 
parts occupied three-quarters of an hour.
